We, the Selectmen, have examined the above report 
of the Treasurer and find it a true report, to the best of 
our knowledge, of the financial affairs of the town. 


JOHN W. CENTER, 
AMOS SAUNDERS, 
FREDERICK L. CENTER. 
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The legislative enactments of two years since which 
effected a needed change in our school system, presented 
a problem to school officials of difficult solution. There 
would seem to be no insurmountable obstacle in the way 
of increasing’ the size and efficiency of the country 
schools of the state by decreasing their number, but 
when the attempt is made, distance comes in as a trouble- 
some factor, and all projects and devices to cancel it 
‘have been open to objection. The limited area of our 
town so reduces‘its potency it is not productive of serious 
inconvenience as the pupils are now located, and with 
the habits of our English cousins it would be inopera- 
tive, barring the youngest scholars. 

Since by: having only two schools in session during 
the summer the school privileges could be augmented, 
the experiment was determined on, and the increased 
paucity of pupils in No. 2 rather necessitated a change 
of plan, and the revival of the previous arrangement 
during the winter. In the autumn a normal graduate, 
who had completed a course in the Nashua _ public 
schools, obtained her first experience in teaching in No. 
2, and so interested the pupils in the practical work con- | 
ducted, they passed regretfully from under the scholarly 
care of Miss A. R. Goodrich. 

Scholars below the grammar-school grade predomi- 


nating in No. 3, an eflort was made to secure a teacher 
L—a 
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that was fitted by training and natural gifts for instruct- 
ing small children, which resulted in securing the 
services of Miss Ida C. Patch. The varied work di- 
rected by the teacher was adapted to the apprehension of 


the pupils, who responded to the efforts of their instruc- — 


tor, consequently the school duties were performed under 
favorable conditions and with gratifying results. 

The young lady who taught the summer term in 
No. 1 won the affections of her pupils and led them in 
pleasant paths in the search for knowledge, which they 
duly garnered. Vocal music was an attractive feature 
of the daily exercises. And who will say that the har- 
monizing influence of sweet sounds has not an appre- 
ciable value in the school-room? Miss A. E. Abbott 
was succeeded in the autumn by Miss M. B. Emerson, 
a fine scholar, who adopted good methods of imparting 
her knowledge, was thoroughly interested in her duties, 
but whose earnest labors for the welfare of the school 
failed of appreciation by some of the pupils. [er good in- 
fluence will not be lost. The school year was terminated 
by a short term taught by Miss M. J. Boyd, of London- 
derry, whose superior scholastic attainments, disciplinary 
powers and aptitude for teaching place her in the front 
rank in her_profession. Notwithstanding the excellence 
of her work there was great irregularity of attendance. 
This fault is an incubus that weighs heavily upon the car 
of educational progress. The perfect record of four re- 
lieves the dark face of the term’s registration. ‘The 
mental and moral discipline of the schools has been 
generally healthful. More decisive measures would in 
some cases have proved beneficial. 

The school work will, we think, compare favorably 
with that of previous years. Practical examples have 
taken precedence of subjects of doubtful utility in arith- 
metic, and the acquirements of the pupils in the several 


Ww U " 
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branches have been occasionally tested by written 
reviews. ‘These are useful in revealing-any misappre- 
hension that may exist in the mindof the student. The 
emulation aroused early in the winter term in the sub- 
ject of penmanship led to painstaking efforts, and the 
improvement is noticeable. 


DRAWING. 


Drawing is usually classed among the accomplish- 
ments, yet there 1s scarcely another branch that touches 


practical life at so many points; for this reason it has 


been introduced into our schools the present year. We 
cannot name a trade in which the education of eye and 
finger acquired in its practice is not largely helpful, and 
as a mental discipline itis not inferior to many school 
studies. Colored sketches by the older pupils in No. 1 
are pleasing wall decorations for the school room, indi- 
cating what has been accomplished and promising well 
for future endeavors. A concert exercise at the close 
of the term in No. 3 evidenced the results of careful 
practice under the direction of a skillful teacher, also 
the hearty interest of the pupils in the art. 


EXPENDITURES. 


The fifty dollars appropriated for repairs have been ex- 
pended in painting the school-houses in Nos. 2 and 3, . 
and shingling a portion of the roof in No. 1. Among 
the items that swell the sum for incidentals are rests for 
the smaller children, whose feet must otherwise have re- 
mained unsupported; maps of New Hampshire and 
Hillsborough county, to facilitate the acquirement of a 
knowledge of the geography of our own state, to which 
considerable attention has been given; stationery, for 
practice in correspondence and other purposes; copies 
of monthlies that contained matter of value to the chil- 
dren; shades, to spare the eyes of pupils the ill effects’ 
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of light from windows directly opposite the desks3~ 
blackboards and other needed articles. A few dollars — 


expended on the interior of the school buildings would 
increase their attractiveness. 
In conclusion, we acknowledge our indebtedness to 


teachers for their kindly co-operation, the courtesy of 


pupils, and the helpful words of parents. ‘The work 
now passes to other hands, that will, no doubt, carry 
wiser plans to a surer issue.
